The Bul- 
lion tax is resisted by the mine owners 
of the Con Virginia and California 
mines, who have not paid any tax 
since the end of the first quarter of 
jast year. The U.S. Circuit Court has 
decided one case brought by a foreign 
stockholder, who refused to pay the 
tax in favor of the State. Other cases 
are now pending in the State courts. 
The law taxing the proceeds of mines 
went into effect Jan 1871, and the tax 
which it provides is not as the editor

The assessed value of real and per- 
sonal property in Nevada for 1876 was 
$59,564,673 23. The gross yield of 

the mines during this period was

The Prince of Montenegro has not 
replied to the invitation to treat for 
peace directly with the Porte. 


Politicians are now busy selecting 
the strongest party men to serve on 
the Electoral Commission. The mer- 
its aud demerits of Morton, Conkling, 
Edmonds, Bayard, Thurman, Garfield, 
Hoar, Field, Knott, Hewett and others 
in the Senate and House, are being 
discussed. The Tribune says: “There 
must be no wrangling over the judg- 
ment; no attempt to set aside the ver- 
dict; no complaint by the adherents of 
the unsuccessful candidate that a Pres- 
ident has been elected by violence or 
fraud. The country has agreed to 
submit this controversy to arbitration, 
and both sides must abide loyally by 
the result.”

THE VIENNA LaApbDIEs’ ORCHESTRA 
ARRESTED.—The San Francisco Chron- 
ticle has the following: Office McKen- 
na, assisted by a posse of fellow- 
officers, made a raid on the Tivoli 
Garden, corner of Sutter and Stockton 
streets, and arrested the proprietor 
and thirteen women, most of them 
comprising the Vienna Ladies’ Orches- 
tra. The arrest is made on the 
ground that women have no right to 
be in a place where liquor is sold after 
6 o'clock in the evening. The wo- 
men were all attired in their orches- 
tral dresses, and the procession crea- 
ted considerable interest as 1t wended 
the street in the rain. 

STaTE Liprary.—The State Li- 
brary consists of about 12,000 volumes, 
mostly law books. It is a fine law 
library, having all the late law books 
and Supreme Court reports from all 
the States of the Union. The miscel- 
laneous collection, while small, is 
nevertheless well selected. The libra- 
ry fund amounts to nearly $10,000 a 
year. 


An authoritative count during the 
past twenty years shows that twelve 
theaters have been burnt down, and 
in the same period of time, 220 
churches. The total loss of life, di- 
rectly and indirectly caused by fire in 
theaters in that time, proves to be 336, 
of which 294 were in one theater. 
The total loss of life in churches, 
caused in the same way, has _ been 
1,347, of which 640 were in one church.

We found

We had a conver- 
sation of some twenty minutes, during 
which conversation, and in reply to a 
number of our questions, we obtained 
the following facts and statements, 
which we presume will be of interest 
to our readers: 

“T was born at Castle Gregory, Kerry 
county, Ireland, in the year 1836. I 
soon went to London where I lived 
until I was about twelve years old. 
From thence I went to New York and 
lived two years. My next trip was to 
California in the year 50, since which 
time I have lived in California, Neva- 
da and Utah. I have been in Nevada 
since *60, living a considerable time 
at Eureka, where I was for a time 
constable, and afterwards kept a 
saleon. I have lived in White Pine, 
Pioche, Belmont, Austin, Virginia 
City and Reno. I have lived in sev- 
eral rough places, but do not know 
that I ever had the name of being a 
rough man until the late trial. When 
I was constable and went to arrest 
a man I always did it, but I never had 
a difficulty with any man previous to 
this one with Fagan, except a shoot- 
ing scrape, or what might be called a 
street duel, with Samuel Bell, now 
Deputy Sheriff of Eureka county. In 
this affair I was justified. I am a 
man that forms few acquaintances, 
never drink anything, except in the 
Summer time a small quantity of beer. 
I had lived in Reno about seven 
months previous to the shooting of 
Fagan. I feel that there was mani- 
fested during the trial much prejudice 


my life that I ever saw a court room 
turned into a theatre, und men ap- 
plaud when a man was on trial for his 
life. I bear no ill will to any one 
who took part in the trial. I suppose 
they all did their duty and I so regard 
their action. Were I placed under 
the same circumstances again I would 
do as I did. It’s a little tough ona 
man, but I suppose, of course, I will 
have to stand it.”
